Marline. While this bitter contest was 
goiiiK on there was a good natured 
campaign in the Republican primaries 
between Joseph Frelinghuysen aud 
Franklin Murphy, each of whom polled 
more votes than both Martlne and 
Weseott combined, Fn llughuysen won 
with K!U6l, to 81.480 for Murphy. The 
total Republican vote was 187.414; the 
total Democratic vote 11H.513. In this 
primary, the boro of Princeton, where 
President Wilson is exceptionally well 
known, cast 675 Republican votea 
and only 262 Democratic votes. Four 
years ago at the election Wilson had 
863 and the combined opposition. 706 
These figures show what a change has 
occurred in Wilson's home boro.

OOMPERS AND THE ADAMSON LAW 

i'resident Wilson is taking a great deal of credit to himself fo; 
the passage of the Adamson law, which purports to be an eight-hou. 
law for railroad employees engaged in 1 rain operation. In his public 
utterances he denies that he was coerced into signing the bill, ami 
asserts that he did it because it was right; not because be was inline 
idated. 

Many will dispute the Statement that it is in reality an eight-hoii 
law. It provides no penalty for the railroads, should I hey coiitinu 
to work their men in i rain operation ten or twelve hours a day. I 
simply substitutes eight hours for ten hours in wage eontraets, as H 
basis for determining w iocs. 

Hut assuming that it is an eight-hour law, how can Samuel Qomp 
ers, president of the American Federation of Labor, approve it? Mr 
Uompers always has taken a r«rj determined staml against govern 
mental interference in the relations between employers and employe- 
in private enterprise, in th- Philadelphia convention of (he Ameii 
can Federation of Labo- in 1914, Mr. Compers led the fight against I 
resolution which provided for a legislative eight-hour day. The report 
of the committee, which was adopted by the convention, declared: 

"The American Federation of Labor, as in the past, 
again declares that the question of the regulation of wages 
and houri of labor should be undertaken through trade-union 
activity and not be made subjects of law through legisla- 
tive

Suppose the railroads should decide to accept the eight-hour law 
in good faith and apply it by requiring eight hours of work for eight 
hours' pay.

RTPUELICAN CONGRESSIONAL VOTE OF 1914 WILL ELECT

This declaration was reaffirmed at the San Francisco convention 

of the American Federation of Labor in IMS, 

Mr. Oompers has gone on record on this question on other OMI 

sions than conventions of the American Federation of Labor. In fact 

he has always held to that position and expressed himself whencvc! 

the opportunity presented itself. 

Speaking before the Committee on Industrial Intel-estate and Uelit ■ 

tions of the Constitutional Convention of New York on May 2fi, 1916, 

Mr. Gompers, among other things, said i 

" I should say that I should not favor a proposition which 
would put power into the bunds of the legislature to regu- 
late the minimum wage for men in private employment, or for 
the regulation of the hours of labor of men in private em- 
ployment .... Let me say this: that reading history as I 
have, I am chary of placing in the power of any govern- 
mental agency, power to regulate the conditions of employ- 
ment of the workers of our country." 

President Wilson has done what Mr. (ioinpers always has warneo 
workers against in his speeches and writings. Still, Mr. (iompers it 
supporting Mr. Wilson as a "friend of labor." Does it follow tha' 
Mr. Gompers is not a friend of lahorT Or is he so extremely parlisai 
that he can eat crow ami appear to relish it ? Certainly it is up to Mr 
Gompers to explain, foi no matter whether the Adamson law is ai 
eight-hour law, or merely a measure for the regulation of wages, i- 
is a direct contradition of the avowed policy of the American F iler 
at ion of Labor. 

But there is another interesting phase of the Adamson law. It 
provides that in wage contracts eight hours of service shall be consid 
ered the basis for wages. The present wage contracts of the railroad 
brotherhoods provide for "100 miles or less, ten hours or less" as tin 
basis for a day's puy. In other words, if a train crew makes a run ot 
100 miles in six hours, they are paid for ten hours of work. If they

l.inln American as^assaStS arc amaz- 
ed nt the si a tcmcnt In President Wil- 
son'* speech of acceptance : "So lullR 
a* the power of reco^nli ion rents with 
me the tiovertinieiil of the Culled 
State* will refuse to extend Hie hand 
of welcome to Ma* one wlio olitnin* 
power In u sister republic liy treachery 
and vlolei ." 

Thl* Is the President'* explanation 
of hi* refusal to NsagatBI llaerln and 
of hi* Mexican policy. Yet the rec- 
ords show that I'resident Wilson has 
dellherstely violated this dlrlmn In 
several Instance* since the cuse of 
Huerta arose. 

The moat flagrant example was Hie 
President'* lecnjOiltlc.n extended to 
CM. Bennvtdes, head of the revolu- 
tionary Govern nt In I'erti. In Febru- 
ary, 1014. Hi* llovernmeiit was found- 
ed on assussluallou, established by 
assassination and had no rastigS of 
constitutional authority hack of It. It 
came Into power on February 4, 11(14, 
when Col. Kenavldes led the pirrlsoii 
troops ugainM Hie national piilnce at 
I.lmu, Imprisoned Pr— lllmt Hilling- 
hurst and assassinated the Minister 
of War and all others who opposed 
the coup d'etat. 

More Flagrant Than Mexico. 

Minister McMillin reported these 
facta fully to Washington und assum- 
ed that thl* Government would de- 
cline to sanction the newly establish- 
ed regime. The ease was Identical 
with the Huertu ease In Mexico, ex- 
cept a much more flagrant violation 
of the spirit of popular government. 
Huerta hud Mudero and Vlce-I'resl- 
dent Suarez Imprisoned, but he be- 
came President of Mexico under pro- 
vision* of the constitution providing 
for the succession of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs upon the disability of 
the President. Huerta * accession to 
the Presidency was continued bj the 
Mexican Congress. 

Henavldes came lulo power Slnpl] 
hy killing those who apposed him. 
Hla acts hud no basis whatever in the 
constitution of his country ami were 
not confirmed hy the Peruvian OoO- 
gress. Ills side harking was u Junta 
of conspirator* who forced their 
will on the unapproving people hy 
means of ready rltle bullet*. Under 
these circumstances Minister McMil- 
lin naturally assumed that Presi- 
dent Wilson would have nothing to 
do with Uennvldes and hi* junta. 
The President shortly before thl* had 
stated In u speech at Mobile, Ala.: 
"We must follow the course of high 
principle, not expediency, no matter 
what the pressure. To do otherwise 
would he untrue to ourselves. " 
Envoy Is Surprised. 

Mr. McMillin was therefore mildly 
surprised when he was Instructed hy 
Prealdeut Wilson to call on the newly
